Stoddard, entitled "Bridgewater Collection of 
Sacred Music," which 1 judge must have been 
used by the earliest choir. Some of the anthems 
would tax the capacity of our ptrsent choir, and 
some of the hymns are the good ones from olden 
time like "Portuguese Hymn" which we now sing 
with the words “How firm a foundation, ye saints 
of the Lord, 

"Is laid for your faith, in his excellent word." 

The anthems and the unfamiliar hymns 
required rehearsals at the different homes, and 
Paul Bates frequency had the choir at his own 
fireside. 

At the home of Lieutenant Thomas Stoddard, 
now owned by Deacon Z. C. Small, they sang in 
the middle room which that hospitable, three 
hundred-poum* naval officer called “The Gun 
Deck"—perha|>s on account of its tloor being four 
indies higher tlian the adjoining rooms.

It is true that when the Puritians were nude 
soul sick by the flummeries of the English church, 
they did violence to God’s gift of music. In cast¬ 
ing cdf the follies of an insincere ceremony, they 
went too far; but they gradually regained the use 
of musical instruments which they bad relin¬ 
quished to the Devil. 

When they came across the Atlantic to settle the 
shore of a new continent, the rrason why they were 
without these aids of worship was their |>ovetty, at 
least in {art. 

(»ur own church docs not teach back in history 
far enough to touch those day s when the singing 
was unaided by any instrument. There were days 
when the First church of Cohassct was a stranger 
to -ny better music than the nasal chanting of 
sonic psalm*, psalms badly mutilated by a sombre 
attempt at tliyming them. 

(Jur own church, however, was not born until a 
hundred years after the First church had been 
worsn.ping. Consequently it was an atmos|>licrc 
partially charged with religious music where first 
we drew breath. 

In the old church a large bass viol was qilayed by 
Col. Newcomb Bates at the time of our serration 
in the year 1824. 

Among those who found the worship of God so 
unsatisfactory in the First church that they deter¬ 
mined to establish another, were two young men 
whose influence in the musical history of this 
church cannot be forgotten. They were Paul 
Bates and Horace llano otk, the one a singer and 
the other a player ol the violoncello. It was

One of the most interesting «»f foreign 
military novelties lately received at the 
military information division is a device 
in the same line as that of (’apt. Klee’s 
rape-shelter tent. It is a shelter-coat 
tent used in the Austrian army. Two of 
these eoats ran lie fastened together, 
and,with the bayonet of rille ns a center 
pole, furnish a water-proof shelter for 
two men. The separate coats are o* 
finely woven waterproof material, and 
In that respect are much better than 
the so-called shelter-tent material of 
the United States army. These Aus¬ 
trian coats weigh two and a half 
pounds, or six ounces more than our 
shelter tent. The coats are fitted with

The matter of military equipment in 
the Inst year lias engaged tin atten¬ 
tion of Jhe oflicera of tint war depart¬ 
ment. especially those interested in 
the fm nishing of supplies to the armed 
forces. Mur military uttaehes abroad 
have been very industrious in observ¬ 
ing the novelties of the I’uropwin serv¬ 
ices and have been prompt t<» send to 
tin* military Information division in tlto 
war department samples of the new 
devices in use abroad. Many of these 
have been practically tested In our serv¬ 
ice. Among other devices lias been an 
aluminum horseshoe. This, of course, 
is much lighter tl. hi the iron liorse- 
i-line in use mid is found to lie quite ns 
serviceable. \ cavalry olllcer »ta- 
tioned at San Carlos. Ariz.. kept an 
aluminum ’ line on Ii'ih burse for t.'iday 
Shoes of t his tnnteriul are. of course, ex¬ 
pensive. and the present.cost is beyond 
the mentis of the deportment for their 
adoption for the service, hut it is rcc- 
rintuei'drd that an aluminum horse¬ 
shoe lie furnished (lie cavalryman a* 
the extra shoe which lie carries in his 
saddlebag At | resent this aluminum 
horseshoe costs about 50 cents.

Their arc many others whft have added their 
voices to blend in these successive bands of singers 
There service has always been without any remun¬ 
eration further than the joy that coiner from the 
exercise of God’s gift*. 

The organist for the first six years was Mar¬ 
garet Mates the daughter of Deacon J. M. Mates, 
then Priscilla Jenkins played it for six years until 
xlie became Mrs. Philander Mates. 

At intervals it was played hy Hrnma Mates (Mrs. 
Allen (.'. Mates); but by far tire longest service at 
the old organ was given by Jennie M. Tower. For 
twenty live years through'rain or snow or shine she 
came to her xcat of duty. No adequate compensa¬ 
tion was ever attempted; and the gifts made to her 
from time to time aggregating a few hundred 
dollars were only a slight appreciation of her 
arduous service. Faithfulness to her profession of 
music might have called her to a more lucrative 
jrosition hut her faithfulness to this church opposed 
that allurement. For the last two years of its 
existence <>ur present organist Klmcr F. Olmsted 
presided at the cld instrument. It was a sound 
instrument in every sense, serving a period equal to 
that of Moses in the wilderness, forty years. Many 
have been called Ironic to the heavenly Fatlur 
whose souls reached high in prayer uplifted hy the 
chords from those old pipes. 

Many who have been left to meurn have been 
stirred 11 an inexpressible depth by it 

I have seen one mourner whose soul was com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed by some of its -adder tunes at 
a funeral service. 

It ought to have been loved for its long labors. 

It run loved; and the displacement of it by this 
new and beautiful successor is not a dishonor to the 
old one, but a testimony that we have all been led 
by it toa higher ambition to worship God ir. the 
most titling manner of which wc are ca|iablc. The 
last bit of homage rendered to it was when the 
Messrs. Small decorated it with a new coat of 
|aint two years ago to harmonize it with the color 
of our new fresco. All who labored with the old 
remember it now more fondly that it is gone. 

The humble service of the blower is enough to 
give one pleasure at the recollection of it. Nichols 
Tower, when a boy, is the earliest blower now re¬ 
membered.

The last in this line ol service is Luther J. Mates 
whose patu-nce in a monotonous task is worthy of 
admiration.

When the number ol the liyinn was given oul 
it was easily known by the length of the lines to 
tcquiic a long metered or a short metered or a 
common metered melody. The choir leader would 
Im i such a corresporiUinj melody in his book of 
musical notes, and the choir would commence to 
sing it while the congregation would add their 
volume to the whole u the tune happened lo be a 
familiar one. 

Congregational singing is now encouraged by

of our Salvation'" 

Our community hat been foitunalc in the pos¬ 
session of musical families. There are in our pres¬ 
ent choir at least four who arc of families lurnish- 
ing three generations of singers to our church; 
w1 1 ilc the children ot one of them, Mr. Towle, 
give in the Sabbath school the music of the fourth 
generation. 

Our present organist began his musical progrest 
at one of the boy singers of our Sabbath school. 

A |ard.liable pride may well be felt by those 
who luvc encouraged successive generations in the 
use of the divine ait of music.

A Notable Tree. 

When the 1at« Quincy Tnfta Bold In 
Atloram Ctlapp, Eaq., tli« lot upon wliteli 
the realtlenre of Solon W. I’ratt now aland!, 
he expressed Brent anxiety lent the great 
oak growing there might he thoughtlraaly 
cut down. Mr. Clapp assured him that it 
nhotthl not l»e ilhturheil. hilt he did not 
feel quite antlafled ami when the deed wh* 
reaily for his signature referred to the sub¬ 
ject again, seemingly unwilling to give to 
any one else, the right to control the tree 
he an much priced. There is little danger 
that the tree will he harmed while Mr. 
1’ratt controls It. for In Is very proud of the 
ancient landmark. 

Aliout twenty-two years ago, while Mr 
Pratt waa building the house Just referred 
to, the late Hon. John YV. Loud, who 
always took a most lively Interest In all 
local enterprise, often visited the premises 
to see what progress was being made. On 
one of these visits his attention was '-ailed 
to the noble tree in the rear of the building 
and assisted Mr. Pratt In taking some 
measurements of It. 

At Mr. IiOtul's suggesti on these figures 
were published in the Boston Evening 
Traveller with a challenge to anyone In 
the slate to produco authentic measure¬ 
ments of an oak of equal dimensions. Mr. 
Pratt says he had two replies but these 
were descriptions of trees of a different 
variety—one of them being an elm—and 
neither au oak. 

The subscriber, three years ago, took 
careful measurements of the tree, some of 
which are as follows: 

Ciicttmference of trunk at surface of the 
grotmd, 18 feet, 7 inches. 

Circumference of trunk i! feet above the 
ground, Hi feet, 4 inches. 

Circumferenco of trunk 1-2 feet above 
tlio ground, where It appears to have the 
smallest girth, 14 feet, three Inches. 

Circumference of the largest branch at a 
point near the truuk 0 feet, 4 Inches. 

Greatest length of ground covered lay the 
tree measured on a straight line from the 
point of the longest branch to the tip of the 
branch on the opposite side of the trunk 
75 feet, 8 inches. 

Measurementa taken last week, verify 
the dimensions of tlio trunk given above, 
w ith an increase of 2 1-2 Inches iu the 
smallest circumference, which now meas¬ 
ures 14 feet. S 1-2 inehes.and some variation 
in the other circumferences, which is prob¬ 
ably due chiefly to the fact that the meas¬ 
urements were not taken on exactly the 
same plane as before. 

That the old tree is still growing is 
shown by the fact, that in the spring of 
1873. the carpenter, Mr. Georgu A. rushing, 
who built the house,drovo an irou staple 
into the trunk, perhaps four feet from the 
ground,to which he daily hitched Ills horse. 
This staple then projected about an inch 
and a half. It Is now, however, out of 
night and entirely grown over, its locality 
being indicated only by a narrow fissure 
in the hark Into which you can insert the 
point of a kulfe till you touch the metal. 

How many generations of white men. 
and how many more generations of tlm 
aborigines, have rested beneath its shade 
or eaten its sweet ucorus no one may kunw. 
It is certainly very old. TLu late Freeman 
Whltmarsh, who would uow be about 
ninety-six years of uge, if living, said he 
hud not detected any appreciable increase 
in its size during his acquaintance with 
it; but then oaks grow slowly and live 
long.* 

This tree is apparently vigorous yet, 
though tieariug the marks of great uu 
tiquity. 

It can be fairly termed a handsome oak, 
hut, ou account of ita inconspicuous posi¬ 
tion, attracts little notice from the high¬ 
way. 

Upon a closer inspection, however, otic 
is fascinated with the massive solidity of 
the truuk and a certain air of stately 
dignity which seems to belong to it. 

A wealthy resident of Braintree,not long 
ago, after driving round the tree in his 
carriage, said to Mr. I’ratt, “I will give 
you a thousand dollara for tliut tree but 
you must dig It up and plant it on my 
premises; I cau build a bouse but I can’t, 
in a lifetime, grow a tree like that.”

The laat meaaage, or farewell add rea* of 
President Cleveland to Congress la the all 
Important topic of the week and taken ji* a 
whole la generally well received. About 
five hundred w'orda are devoted to the 
Armenian question and practically admit 
that the United State* f* pnwerle** to act 
In the matter. In thi* connection wo 
would suggest that if wu cannot atop the 
maaaarro of unprotected t'hrintaiUH in 
Armeula, «« might (taaaihly turn our at¬ 
tention to the ludhcriminate alaughter of 
negroea at home, of which there are dally 
•rconnta. 

The Cuban question la diacueacd at great 
length but la summed up in a few worda, 
that while we aympathifo with the atrng- 
gllng patriot there la a* yet no government 
or people for ua to recognize ns' a republic 
or nation. 

A summing up of financial matters re¬ 
veals nothing new. An, we hare before 
■tated, the question we as a people have 
got to meet la that of revenue. For a long 
time receipts have been far abort of In¬ 
come aud we have been constantly going 
behind. Issuing bonds and making new 
loan* doe* not wipe out the debt, It only 
prolongs tbe day of settlement. 

The question of trusts and combinations 
comes on for u good aim re of discussion 
and many valuable suggestions are made. 
We presume, however, that capital will 
continue to combyie on great mercantile 
and manufacturing Enterprises. 

One of the serious questions discussed Is 
that of pensions. The president pays a 
Just tribute to the heroes of the late war 
but alludes unflinchingly to the abuses of 
the pension system. 

The following extracts from the message 
are specimens of tho tunny tine sayings in 
It and on the whole it comes us near gen¬ 
eral approval as any document of the kind 
which has been issued for many years. 

"I have endeavored within my sphere of 
ofllrin! duty to protect our pension roll 
nn^l make it what it should he, a roll of 
honor, containing the names of those dis¬ 
abled in their country's service nnd worthy 
of their country's aiTectioaute remem¬ 
brance."

SOUTH SHORE GEOLOGY. 

Recent Note* of Interest Deicribed by 
Amedeut W. Grsbu. 

Luke llouvo is not nn Urn maps yet, but 
* 111 be liefotn long, in the geological publi¬ 
cations and then people In Hingham,W< y- 
monili, Whitman and llie South Shore g. ii- 
erslly wtll l»e able to explain some of the 
seriott* freak* of contour to be found in ’ 
that region. 

A preliminary announcement wa* given 
hy A. W Grahtr Tuesday night at the l»«>* 
ton Sclentlfle society, illustrated with ten- J 
tatlve maps and some stereopticnii picture*. , 

Evidence was shown that Luke Unlive 
was once a fact during ttin glacial period, 
the record of Its doing* being subscrtlred [ 
all over Norfolk county, tlie traces of if* 1 
history assuming a living and umdi-rii < 
significance, when detailed by all expert. 

Mr. Urban began with 1111 explanation of 
glacial lakes in general, m »re particularly 
of the kind of which Lake Unlive was an 
example, where the front of the great con¬ 
tinental glacier, melting and retreating be¬ 
fore tlie northern advance of warmer 
climate, abutted on the rising slopes of it* 
floor. 

The intervening depre**!nii became the 
reservoir of tlie drainage from tlie glacier, 
forming a lake, uud in the ea^e of Lake 
Houve faced the slopes thut now drain into 
Boston harbor. 

Successive change* of level due to the 
opening of new’ aud lower outlets of tlie 
lake along the crest of the watershed, 
would ensue, and .luring tlie mnluteuntico 
of oue level delta and like deponlts in 
water would lie formed, mo*t of which can 
lie found and ideiitilied iu situ today, hy 
one who loam* tlie elements of the study, 
and is fond of tramping. 

Mr. Grabau's story of the glacial lake 
evidence in the Wey mouths wa* enforced 
hy picture* ou the stercopticou of seems 
along highways uud railroad cuttings, 
srhere the country is dts*ected, 11 * well a* 
familiar hills whose peoull tr contour re¬ 
lations ure thu* explained. 

A map gave data of a more geiieradzcd 
character, hut tlie striking feature* of tlie 
pa|H*r wus the siguiticatice of common nud 
obvious fad* overlooked hy everyl*ody hut 
those wlro stop to puzzle them out. 

It wa* 11 striking illustration of the adage 
that 110 one sees more tliun lie looks for, 
and that the real observer Uml* science of 
genuine novelty under tlie feet of thou¬ 
sands.

Ti e National House of Representatives 
with only seven dissenting votes, passed 
the hill to forhfd the sale of Intoxicating 
drinks in either of the restaurants In the 
enpitol. with a penalty of five hundred 
dollars for each offence

tory. Suffice It lo say that the sale of 
strong drink In the national capltul gives 
offense to it large and growing windier of 
the cltlrens of tills great republic. '1 lie 
saloon in the capllol is n ntusa of public 
scandal. Thousands yes. millions of our 
cltlxena regard the saloon as the enemy of 
God and man. ns the awful maelstrom and 
whirlpool that destroys IhmIv and soul. 
The saloon Is responsible for n large per¬ 
centage of the pauperism, crime, ami In¬ 
sanity ami a large amount of the taxation 
of the country Mr. Speaker, there i* it 
this very hour assembled in this cltv a con¬ 
vention of the National Anti-Saloon League. 
Tile delegates are from every section of our 
roil Mr". I believe they are as august and 
honorable a body of earnest men and 
Women as ever assembled in this city. 
They have uttered protest loud and long 
against what they term this national dl»- 
grace, ami 1 believe it Is therefore all 
opportune time to pass this hill while this 
great convention is in session. The para- 
age of this bill will give joy and satlsfac* 
tioti to thousands -y es, millions-of our 
countrymen ami country women. The 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
that great sisterhood that spans the conti¬ 
nent and the world, has lifted up its voice 
in petition ami In protest against this 
national disgrace, ami let me tell the 
Democratic and Republican patties in this 
house that they can rplke a Populist gun 
liy passing this hill Their speakers on 
the stump and their literature have much 
to say, ami uiurli that is not true, about the 
sale of Intoxicants in this capllol building 
ami the personal hahlts of the members 
Home iiiemliera of the house who them¬ 
selves use intoxicants to some extent have 
expressed In me the belief that a saloon in 
the capltul Is unseemly and improper, and 
I trust they will vote with us for the pass, 
age of this hill 

"Mr. Speaker, my observation Is that 
these bars are patronised very little by 
members of Congress; ami toy observation, 
Mr. Speaker, is, during the eight years I 
have been here, that for diameter, Integ¬ 
rity, virtue, and sobriety, the 11.17 men who 
compose this house will compare favor¬ 
ably with the same tiuiiiImt of men in any 
spot or place on the face of God's green 
earth. The metnliera of this house have 
been charged, for political purpose-, with 
Insobriety and drunkenness. It is a vile 
slander. During the eight years I have 
been here, I have seen hut one intoxicated 
memla-r of Congress. The patrons of this 
bar ure largely uml principally outsiders 
and employees of the house; colored men 
have frequently been seen drinking at the 
house restaurant; "there is no distinction 
on account of race, color, or previous con¬ 
dition of servitude"-any man who lias the 
money can have the drink. We owe it to 
these people, especially the employees of 
this house, to remove this temptation, ami 
to my mind that is another strong reason 
why tl is hill should pass.

PADDY’S PROBATION. 

nV WILLIAM LIN DIRT. 

Patrick O’Malley is today na much ^ 
fixture of 11 k* olmlcr-path tin one of the 
posts nt the finish. And yet, strange r.« 
it may seem, he attained him present 
honorable position on l.v after a long 
and trying probation. 

He won nis spure by enduring pa¬ 
tiently aigl successfully Mioh tests and 
trial* n» would liavc discourafrcd manv 
n Imoe knipbt of old. In fhet, bail 
Paddy lived in the dnya when a afoul 
heart ami a strong arm were the tovc 
ln*i»t enrdfl In the game of life, he would 
have lwen the king of Ireland nt least.

The 
Waverlcy Oak*, some of which antedate 
the discovery of America, still adorn the 
beautiful town of Belmont, nt . here nml 
there throughout town ami village nml 
country we may Bto|fto admire the ancient, 
natural relics of our fatherland.

The Aiing of most stnnll insects and 
Animals Is dependent for Its |ioi«onou M 
jiropertles upon what J« known ns for¬ 
mic nrld. 

This neid derives its name from hav¬ 
ing been obtained first from the nut. 
Mid Is n-maiknhlc for the frequency 
with whleh It occurs In nature. It can 
be produced from nearly every spec ie* 
of • mall Insect, from the decomposition 
of some vegetable fiibstnnees, nnd Is 

{ •resent In the inspiration of human 

veingt. 

Formic arid is never used In medicine 
Internally, although, when diluted with 
nn equal tnensure of water, It is some¬ 
times used ns nn external application 
to paralysed limb* to excite the circula¬ 
tion. When applied to the soft skin it 
produces redness and n pricking sen¬ 
sation* followed by violent pain and 
often by ulceration. 

The irritation caused by the formic 
arid in stings and bites of various kinds 
may be neutralised nnd the attending 
pain relieved by the vise of any niunllm 
substance, like ammonia or linking- 
rodn. An immediate application of 
strong ammonia will often eradicate 
the poison. 

Antiseptics of various kinds, such ns 
carbolic acid, will alloy the ensuing In¬ 
flammation, nnd so prevent n spread of 
the trouble. Great care should Ik* used, 
however, not to have the antiseptic too 
concentrated, as the skin nnd flesh nre 
very Irritable under these eireum- 
Ataiiees. 

A good way Is to dissolve a very small 
amount of the nntlsrptie Ingredient in 
collodion nnd paint It over the affected 
part. This forms a sort of medicated 
court-plaster, protecting the wound 
from external infection. When the col¬ 
lodion dries it. leaves n thin, flexible 
coating. 

Sometimes n rather strong solution 
of carbolic acid sponged over the place 
exposed to mosquito bites will not only 
relieve the itching of bites which have 
been already received, hut. will ward off 
further nttneks of the inserts. 

In some eases stings nre i el loved nnd 
cooled by the uso of diluted or pure 
vinegar. The sting itself should always 
be removed. If It can l*o discovered re¬ 
maining In Hie wound. Tills can be 
done very nicely by pressing on the 
skin with the hollow end of n watch- 
key. 

in ease of snake-bites, which nrenl 
tended often by severe shock, It. Is 
necessary to sustain the vitality nt liny 
cost. Internal administration of am¬ 
monia nnd other stimulants Is to lie 
relied on. Externally the wound may 
he burned with some caustic—always 
by n doctor. 

The secret of success in the treat¬ 
ment of severe stings and bites consists 
in applying a ligature just, above the 
wound and in cleaning the wound 
itself ns quickly ns possible.—Youth's 
Companion.

A l>l(T«*r«nl .%nlmnl irom th»< irs Cow of 
Msnnli*' of Klnrids. 

Many persons have seen the -kin uf 
{he sea cow owned by Uncle Dick Wil¬ 
loughby, of this city, but it is safe* to 
»ny few have ever given a thought to 
Ihe chmraetcr of the animal. It* mode 
of existence, food nml how it entne in 
Ik* extinct. On numbers of the islnncl* 
lo the westward this curious mixture of 
mnmmul nnd fl«h could formerly Ik* 
found In great numbers. 

Since the time of Steller the nniimil 
life Iins undergone n considerably 
tiinngc on 1 lie island. Foxes (or. more 
rorrectly, "fjellrnckor,” Swedish) ox- 
.uteri then in unusual numbers. Not 
alone did they cat up everything thnt 
could lie eaten nt all which w ns left out¬ 
ride, Ymt they forced themselves into 
houses during the day, ns well ns night, 
nnd carried away everything tlu\\ 
could, even articles Hint could be of 
iio use to them, such ns knives, sticks 
sacks, shoos nnd socks. Frequently Ii 
became necessary lo drive them nwny 
with sticks, nnd nt Inst they beenmo 
through the slyness and cunnlngnesH 
with which they managed to consum¬ 
mate their thieving, nnd the cleverness 
with which they combined their effort* 
to nttnin objects which they alone could 
not accomplish—really dangerous, mb- 
chief-making nnimals for castaway . 
Since then thousands upon thousands 
hnvo been taken here by fur hunters. 
Now they arc so rare thnt during tin- 
stay of (lie curio hunting party on the 
islnml not n single animal was seen. 
The (remaining ones arc paid not to have 
the formerly so commonly seen black 
blue coat, but the white, whleh Is not so 
very costly. On the neighboring Cooper 
island there arc still considerable num¬ 
bers of blnek-bluc foxes. 

Steller nnd ids fellow-travelers killed 
here in 1741-42 700 pen otters. This ani¬ 
mal, known for its very costly nnd fine 
fur, Is now entirely driven from Behring 
island. 

Of sen lions, which were formerly 
very numerous, but few visit tills place: 
also, sea bears, nnd, finally, the most 
curious of all, the former mammalia on 
Hehring island, the great sen cow, is not 
altogether extinct. 

Stcller’s sea cow took the place, in a 
certain way,of the hoofed animal among 
the sen mnmmnlin. It wns of a nut- 
brown color nnd covered with hair 
which hnd grown together into nn outer 
hide, much like the hark of an old oak- 
tree. Its length was, according to Stel¬ 
ler, even to 35 feet, nnd its weight nl- 
most 500 pounds. The head was large, 
neck short, hardly distinguishable, fore 
|wrt of the body thick, lint suddenly 
narrowing backward. It had two short 
forelegs, which terminated nbruptly, 
without any fingers or nails, but with 
close, gathered bristle hair; hind tegs 
were missing altogether, nml replaced 
by n tall tin, something like n whale. 
Tents, which were very rich with milk 
In femnles. had their place lietwcen the 
forelegs. The flesh nnd inilk rescmbl.* 
very much thnt of neat cattle; It was 
even better than the lntter, according 
to Steller. 

The sen cows were almost constantly 
occupied in feeding on those sea weeds 
found in nhundnnce along the const, in 
doing which they move head and neck 
as an ox. They show great gluttony, 
und were not disturlied in the least by 
the presence of people. It was possible 
to go up nnd even touch them without 
their being scared or seeming to mind 
il. Toward each other they showed 
grent affection, nnd when one wns har¬ 
pooned the others made unusual efforts 
to save It. 

When Steller was there the nnimals 
i-ollectcd in grent herds ns neat cattle, 
grazing everywhere along the shores. 
A great number were killed by Steller 
nml bis comiMinions. La tor. the hunt 
for these animals was nn important 
food item for those Uussians who sailed 
from Kumlchntkn to the Aleutian is¬ 
lands. Hundreds were killed yearly, 
nnd they were soon exterminated, if we 
except a few nnlmaln gone astray, at 
that time only on Ilcliring island. 

The lioncs of the sen eow nre now 
found lying nenr the water edge, but 
on a bench shelf six to ten feet high, 
thickly covered with grass. They are 
usually covered with a layer of delirD 
of one to one and n half feet thickness, 
and in order to find them it was neces¬ 
sary to explore the ground with a bn.v- 
ouet or a sharp iron, iin it would have 
been too lnl*orinus to dig up (lie whole 
grass layer. A parson very soon gets 
accustomed to distinguish by the sound 
or the feeling of the Imyonet whether 
he has struck against a stone, n piece 
of wood or a piece of lione. 

In consequence of their hard. Ivory- 
like condition the IkmIIph nre used by 
the natives for sleigh-runners and for 
carvings. They nre, therefore, already 
to u great extent lined up, and rare'- 
than other lionen. The bones from thn 
fingers seem in most eases to be entire¬ 
ly destroyed, nnd the same is the rase 
with the extreme tail parts. Hartford 
Times.
